Applicant's Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132 has been reviewed, however, not found to be persuasive, because It does not provide 
sequential method steps to derive at the results for comparison with the Zhao reference. The absence of specific method steps, would 
probably raise issues under 112, 1^* paragraph, enablement.
